“It Is hard to say what will be the 
ultim n> damage to the roads,’* said a 
member of the Mnssachust e s commis­ 
sion to a representative of the Bolton 
Globe; "but it has recently been esti­ 
mated by the board that 150,000 dam­ 
age has been done already by autos.
